Ln 
the Chinese journalistic world, the usage 
of the various newspapers is apt to follow 
their political“afMiliations, .. Some papers 
clearly take'the civilised view that-staunch 
Republican principles are not” incom. 
patible with courtesy, and ahvays refer 
to the Emperor and the [mperial House 
in terms. which besides being respectiul 
have the additional advantage. of ‘heing 
Jegally and technically correct, Lu thei 
columns, thé Emperor’ is described as 
Ching Ti, of which the nearest’and most 
convenient English reudering is ‘* Mai 
ehn Emperor.'’ Other papers, owned by, 
political factions of interests whose view 
xeems to be ‘that in this, glorious and 
emancipated age of liberty, equality. and 
fraternity (or perhaps I-shauld say “ ¢ 
radeship °') all honorary appellations 
distinctions of rank must be scrupulous! 
ignored .by every good democrat, tak? 
evident pleasure in referring to: the Em- 
peror with deliberate discourtesy. In. the 
case of the forcign newspapers, the incon- 
'gistencies of their referenges to the Man- 
¢hu-Emperor are probably due, in tnost 
éases, to sheer ignorance. For many. 
years they usually spoke of himas ' The 
Boy Empeyor’’ and “ The Young -Em- 
peror,” terms which in themselves are 
inoffensive crough “but necessarily lose 
their appositeness with the passing. years. 
Well-informed correspondents now usually 
write correctly of “the Emperor ’'; but 
even important organs such as ‘The Marth: 
China Daily Yews and The ‘Peking und 
Tientsin Times, still often use the techni- 
cally: incorrect term: ‘ Ex-Emperor.”’ 
This, | suppose, is mainly due, to the fact

Now in view ofthe general tone of Mr. 
Li Haieh-yang's persistent attacks on the 
Manchu Empcror and Imperial Family, 
which-certainly give the impression that 
he is actuated by other motives than a 
pure and disinterested-meal for the pub- 
lig good’ and the: triumph of right and 
justice, we should hardly expect to find 
him going out of his way -to ‘treat the 
nineteen-year-old Emperor with’ anything 
remotely resembling chivalrous courtesy ; 
aut ‘in view-of his position as a, member 
of ‘the Legislature ‘he should at least aim 
at scrupulous accuracy“in his phraseology 
where legal niceties ure concerned, and 
especially when, from his place in the 
House, he'ix addressing questions to the 
; Executive. vertheless, “Mr. Li not only 
studiously ignores the Emperor's right to 
the imperial title but constantly refers to 
him by his personal.name, o practice 
which, sis all Chinese and many foreigners 
well know, ‘ia a very. grave breach of 
decorum, I am surprised that the. Goy- 
ernment, which og! have said is always 
careful ‘to refer tu ‘the Manchu ‘Emperor
